You can get such a cake by mixing 
it with thin sour cream and not too 
much flour. Of two evils, it seems 
better to me that the blueberries should 
be in the lower half ef the cake than 
that the cake should be too stiff. A. 
cake with sour cream is rich, so rich 
that a thin cream or one thinned a 
fourth or so with milk is dest. : 

Make a sour cream blueberry cake aa 
follows: 

Two eggs, one cup of thin sour 
cream, ohe cup of sugar, a half tea- 
Spoon of salt, one teaspoon of baking 
powder, one-third teaspoon. of soda, 
about one and three-fourths cups of 
flour—bdut one and a half may do—with 
extra flour to flour the cup af blueber- 
ries which were picked over and well 
drained in advance. The blueberries 
should be quite dry before being rubbed 
with flour, or the weight of the wet 
flour will carry them to the bottom of 
the batter. To prepare them a halt 
day in advance ie none too soon. |... 

Beat the eggs well, add the sour 
cream to them, and beat; then beut in 
the cup of, sifted sugar and as much 
of the flour—only a little—as you can. 
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and fold in the rest, sifting the baking 
powder and salt with it. Dissolve soda 
at the last in a little sour cream left 
in measuring cup. Fold batter over 
and over until it is smooth as fresh’ 
jeream, fold in blueberries, and ‘bake, 
about three-quarters of an hour in 
moderate oven, ot st 535 degdees.
